Here's some info from BA-collector extraordinaire Herman N4CH 


Hello Nick, 


Thanks for the note. Feel free to pass this note on to anyone who U think may 
have an interest in seeing it. 


Think I've heard of all of the rigs that K4JRB mentioned. I have a 
Multi-Elmac ATR-4 (actually I have TWO of them, but would trade one of them for 
a Johnson Avenger). The description is not very accurate; the tuning is NOT 
linear, as the tuning rate is NOT constant across the 500 KHz band segments, 
but it does not change all that much....... maybe 5-10 percent or so. I 
imagine if the design were ever completed that they would have probably tried 
to make it linear, though....... it didn't miss by much. The ATR-4 used a 
non-bandswitched VFO that was mixed with a crystal-controlled heterodyne 
oscillator to arrive at the final injection frequency; this VFO's output 
frequency did not change as bands were changed by the bandswitch. The linear 
markings on the skirt of the VFO give one a false indication that it is linear 
(kind of like the 0-100 dial on the RME 6900 receiver, which is FAR from 
linear). It is not a clone of the FPM-200; THAT rig is all solid-state except 
the driver and PA (and a few related VR tubes), and it has two VFOs (that ARE 
indeed linear). The ATR-4 is all tube, and of course has just one VFO, but it 
has RIT, which few other transceivers of the era had. The FPM could run 
directly off 12 volts (there was a DC-DC converter inside the transceiver that 
switched on during transmit), and the external console that came with it 
included a speaker and a brute-force 12 volt DC supply. The ATR-4 is of a 
similar size/shape when compared to the FPM. It required an external supply 
in order to operate, like all the Drake and Swan gear of the early to mid 60s. 
Elmac made a few AC supplies to go with the ATR-4s, but I've never seen a DC 


supply. 


I have an Eldico SSB-100M transmitter, but no power supply. It's in pretty 


nice shape, but is missing several tubes. It is probably restorable, but I 
will have to find some docs on it first. Have been unsuccessful with that so 
far. 


Have seen ads for the Gonset MSB (and also a couple Hammarlund SSB transceivers 
that were advertised about the same time) but have never seen any actual 
hardware for these, and know of no one else who has, either. I have a Sonar 
monoband SSB transceiver (it's on 20 meters, and it worked the last time I 
fired it up), and saw one of their tri-band SSB transceivers (think it covered 
80-40-20) that I had a chance to buy a little over 30 years ago. Wish I had 
done that; it was just before I started getting interested in collecting these 
strange radios. Back in those days, if something didn't work better than a 
rig I was already using, I didn't have too much interest. 


Have never seen the Cosmos SSTR-1, but do remember seeing an ad. I doubt any 
were ever sold. WA5UEK would probably have one if anyone did. I have never 


seen a Babcock 500; again I doubt it was ever shipped. I do have one each 
NCX-1000 and SR-2000; those are out there, but there aren't that many around. 


Then, there's the Johnson Avenger. Would really like to have one of those. 

I have missed out on 2 1/2 Avengers. One was at the Gaithersburg fest about 
15-20 years ago; I missed it by a few minutes. It was in the estate sale of 
the late Stu Meyer, W2GHK. A year or two earlier, there was a mechanical 
mock-up of an Avenger at that same event that went for $25........ it was 
apparently an engineering mock-up or perhaps a "road show" display piece. It 


LOOKED like a real radio from the outside; it had a full complement of knobs 
and even the VFO pointers moved, but it was an empty box other than that. 
(Johnson often made "gutless wonder" sample CB radios available to dealers; I 
remember seeing those on several occasions at electronics outlets back in the 
60s) . I saw an ad for yet another Avenger in ER some 10-15 years ago, but by 
the time I finally got thru to the seller it had just been sold. 


BTW, I have a couple mechanical mock-ups of 2 Dentron solid-state HF multi-band 


SSB transceivers that never saw the light of day. I have a third unit that 
actually works. I'm pretty sure none of these were ever completely designed 
or sold. 


Have U ever seen a SBE-35 transceiver ? I have an ad or two, but have never 
seen one. It looks to be similar in size/function to the SBE-34, which 
succeeded the SBE-33. I have a couple of SBE-36s (these had nixie tube 
digital readout, and were made in Japan by Robyn, I think), and sure would like 
to find a '35.

Under some circumstances, the changes to your email address are 
"transparent" to you, but prevent posting. I get error notification 
for these kinds of problems, and I try to work them out. However,

automatic. 


You have a bigger stick than I do. You and your ISP have the primary 
responsibility to repair the problems caused by the change at the 
ISP.

All Y'All, 


Scott Freeberg's recent post about vintage caps for a vintage transmitter 
prompted me to write this. Some time back I acquired an unusual 
transformer. I am not sure of its age but it's so different that I feel 
it should be used to power an appropriately aged and unusual transmitter. 
Description follows: 


1. Made by Jeffries Transformer Co., Los Angeles, Calif. and titled, 
"Radio Power Supply Transformer". 


2. 8" x 7" x 12" Stained Plywood Case (five sided) 
3. Bakelite (?) top plate with 11 terminals - A,B,C,D,E,F,G,H,1I,J,K 
4. 54 pounds 


5. 250 mA secondary (continuous) 


5. 110 Volt (50-60 cycle) input to terminals A-B which are binding posts. 


Faceplate says ‘terminals A-C increase secondary voltage’ 


6. Eight output terminals - now here is where it gets weird, talk about 
voltage range! 


Output Voltage Table Center Tap 

1100 K-H J 
1650 K-G I 
2200 K-F H 
3300 K-E G 
4400 K-D F 


The output terminals are actually sockets with holes large enough to 


loosely accept a standard test probe pin. I expect the manufacturer meant 
for a wire to be inserted in the hole and then soldered. This transformer 


may have never been used as there is no indication that any of these 
terminals have been soldered. 


That about covers it. I was thinking of using this thing with 866's to 
run a pair of tuned plate, tuned grid RK-55's or somesuch, all ona 
massive oak breadboard. Other ideas are welcome. Picture available on 
request.
